ONE  HUNDRED  AND  NINETEENTH  ANNUAL  REPORT. 


I ' HE  year  that  has  passed  since  the  last  Annual  Meeting' 
of  Subscribers  and  Donors  has  been  in  many  respects 
a memorable  one.  In  the  case  of  the  Bristol  School 
of  Industry  for  the  Blind,  it  is  one  that  will  be  chiefly  re- 
membered as  the  year  that  saw  the  removal  of  the  Adults’ 
Workshops  from  the  top  to  the  bottom  of  Park  Street,  not 
without  some  inevitable  regrets  at  the  severance  of  the 
associations  of  the  past  eighty  years.  And  realizing  the  mag- 
nitude of  the  change,  the  Committee  desire,  in  presenting  the 
Report  for  1911,  to  express  both  their  thankfulness  that,  so 
far,  the  change  appears  to  have  been  for  the  better,  and  their 
earnest  hope  that  the  Divine  guidance  may  continue  to 
rest  upon  the  Institution’s  work  in  the  cause  of  the  afflicted. 

Several  changes  have  to  be  recorded  on  the 
Committee.  General  Committee.  Sir  Matthew  Dodswortk, 
some  time  Chairman  of  the  House  Committee, 
and  ilr.  Jacob,  Chairman  of  the  Finance  Committee,  left 
Clifton  during  the  year.  Their  work  on  behalf  of  the  In- 
stitution will  long  be  remembered.  Mr.  Hugo  Mallet,  who 
became  Chairman  of  the  Finance  Committee  on  the  resigna- 
tion of  Mr.  Jacob,  was  unfortunately  compelled  by  illness 
to  give  up  his  work  in  December,  and  shortly  afterwards 
Mrs.  Sewell  resigned  her  seat  on  the  Committee  owing  to 
pressure  of  parochial  work.

Visit.  Her  Highness  Princess  Marie  Louise  of 

Schleswig-Holstein,  who  expressed  her  satis- 
faction at  what  was  being  done  for  the  pupils  and  out- 
workers. 

After  careful  consideration  of  the  needs  of 
Finance.  the  Institution,  the  Committee  decided  that 
the  time  had  arrived  for  making  a slight  in- 
crease in  the  charges  for  pupils.  In  accordance  with  this 
resolution  a notification  was  sent  to  all  Authorities  and 
others  chargeable  with  maintenance  dues  that  the  annual 
fees  for  pupils  would  henceforth  he  .£30.

The  .finance  Committee  regret  to  have  to  report  that 
the  position  of  the  Institution’s  finances  is  far  from  satis- 
factory, and  the  audited  accounts  reveal  the  fact  that  dur- 
ing the  past  year  the  ordinary  expenditure,  apart  from  the 
cost  of  the  new  buildings,  exceeded  the  income  by  £1,250. 
Although  all  possible  economy  is  studied,  and  increased 
‘School  fees  are  being  charged,  the  Committee  is  aware 
that  an  addition  to  income  exceeding  £1,000  is  needed  dur- 
ing this  year  if  the  capital  of  the  Institution  is  not  to  be 
further  drawn  upon.  The  Committee  has  therefore  plans  in 
hand  for  a determined  effort  to  increase  very  substantially 
the  list  of  Annual  Subscribers,  and  it  trusts  that  the  public 
will  thus  generously  support  it  in  its  efforts  to  continue  the 
work  of  the  Institution. 

The  new  Schools  have  now  been  in  working 
School.  order  for  a year.  With  one  or  two  minor  al- 
terations and  improvements  in  the  heating 
■apparatus,  the  buildings  have  proved  to  be  admirably  adapted 
for  their  purpose.  Permission  has  been  asked  from  the 
Board  of  Education  to  increase  the  number  of  pupils,  for 
which  the  School  is  certified,  from  109  to  117.  The  number 
■of'  pupils  in  residence  at  present  is  94,  being  a satisfactory 
increase  during  the  year. 

Since  the  publication  of  the  last  Report,  13 
Religious  Candidates  have  been  prepared  for  Confirma- 
Instruction.  tion,  and  were  presented  at  Horfiehl  Church 
in  March. 

The  Report  sent  in  by  the  Diocesan  Inspector  in  Religi- 
ous Knowledge  is  as  follows  :

The  children  seemed  very  bright  and  happy  in  their  new 
surroundings. 
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The  junior  division  seems  to  labour  under  some  difficul- 
ties, as  some  children  do  not  appear  to  have  received  much 
instruction  before  entering  this  vSchool,  but  there  is  evi- 
dence of  careful  and  painstaking  teaching,  producing  good 
results,  with  those  who  have  been  longer  in  the  class. 

The  senior  division  is  doing  excellent  work,  the  Oral 
answering  being  ready,  well  distributed,  and  intelligent. 

Written  work  was  done  for  the  first  time  at  an  Inspec- 
tion in  Religious  Knowledge  with  very  good  results.

The  Choir,  though  feeling  the  loss  of  the  help  of  the- 
adult  members,  have  acquitted  themselves  well,  and  satis- 
factory work  has  been  performed.  The  new  Organ  lias- 
proved  a great  acquisition. 


Progress  in  the  schoolroom  has  been  handi- 
Elementary  capped  during  the  year  owing  to  changes  in 
Education,  the  teaching  staff,  and  epidemics  of  mumps 
and  chicken-pox;  nevertheless  the  children 
have  made  a distinct  advance  in  all  branches  of  instruction^ 
and  the  standard  of  intelligence  augurs  well  for  the  future. 
Since  working  on  the  Class-room  System  g'reater  concentra- 
tion has  been  possible,  and  many  of  the  children  are  pains- 
taking and  thoughtful  beyond  anything  hoped  for  under  the- 
old  conditions. 


Three  teachers  left  during  the  year  to  improve  their 
positions,  one  of  our  assistant-mistresses  obtaining  the  res- 
ponsible post  of  Head-mistress  in  the  School  for  the  Blind, 
Swansea.  All  the  vacancies  caused  through  these  resigna- 
tions have  been  filled. 


The  Rev.  St.  Clare  Hill,  M.A.,  of  the  Board  of  Educa- 
tion, examined  the  scholars  generally  in  March,  and  ex- 
pressed himself  as  satisfied.  Mr.  Hill  made  some  useful 
suggestions,  which  were  much  appreciated,  and  will  tend 
towards  greater  efficiency  in  the  future. 
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The  conditions  under  which  Manual  Instruc- 
Manual  tiou  is  administered  to  the  junior  pupils  are 
Training.  very  satisfactory,  and  no  pupil  receives  less- 
than  seven  hours’  practical  instruction  per 
week.  Manual  work  appeals  to  the  children,  and  every 
endeavour  is  exercised  to  emphasise  the  utility  and  necessity 
of  their  becoming  expert  and  willing  craftsmen. 

Nothing  but  the  best  is  placed  before  the  junior  pupils 
in  this  Department,  and  every  effort  is  made  to  find  out 
the  individual  temperament  and  to  supply  work  which  will 
not  be  distasteful,  but  which  will  result  in  producing  work- 
men of  the  class  which  is  most  needed  in  these  days 

Useful  prizes  are  annually  awarded  to  those  pupils  who 
make  all-round  progress  in  this  Department,  and  the  Com- 
mittee are  grateful  to  those  friends  who  kindly  contribute 
to  the  Prize  Fund.

Every  pupil  in  the  Institution  receives  sys- 
tematic instruction  in  Gymnastics  and  Phy- 
sical Exercises,  and  serious  efforts  are  made 
to  encourage  the  children  to  be  independent 
of  each  other,  the  Gymnasium,  with  its  ad- 
vantages, being  a great  help  to  this  end. 
Only  those  familiar  with  the  training  of  the  Blind  can  es- 
timate the  supreme  difficulty  attached  to  this  s.de  of  the 
work,  but  the  remedy  is  within  sight  and  both  the  sit 
tion  of  the  Institution  and  the  advantages  which  it  ofieis 
are  favourable  to  great  possibilities.

This  has  been  a record  year  ior  the  Library, 
and  a splendid  selection  of  suitable  hooks  m 
Braille  type  has  been  sent  from  the  volun- 
tary writing'  staff  connected  with  the  School. 
As  the  estimated  life  of  a book  in  Braille 
type  for  Library  purposes  is  ten  years,  it  will  be  seen  that 
it  is  very  necessary  to  have  a large  staff  of  writers  The 
Management,  whilst  gratefully  acknowledging  past  kind- 
nesses! earnestly  appeals  for  an  increase  in  the  number  of 
writers  for  this  important  branch  of  the  work. 


All  the  Braille  books  for  the  Library  are  bound  at  the 
School  by  the  Blind  themselves,  and  orders  are  taken  for 
Binding  from  any  part  of  the  country.  During  the  year 
the  School  has  been  appointed  Braille  Bookbinders  to  Ox- 
ford University,  the  Out-door  Society  for  the  Blind  in 
Oxford,  and  the  Society  for  the  Blind  in  Bournemouth. 


Considerable  advancement  has  been  made 
Music.  with  this  subject  during  the  past  year.  Eight 
pupils  were  entered  for  the  Examination  of 
the  Incorporated  Society  of  Musicians  in  Piano  and  Organ 
playing,  all  of  whom  passed,  four  with  Honours.  During 
the  year  one  pupil  gained  a Musical  Scholarship,  and  he  is 
now  a Resident  Student  at  the  Royal  Normal  College  of 
Music  for  the  Blind,  London. 

The  Music  Pupils  attended  an  Organ  Recital  at  the 
Colston  Hall,  given  by  Mr.  Alfred  Hollins,  of  Edinburgh, 
the  celebrated  Blind  Organist,  which  they  enjoyed  very 
much. 


Pour  performances  of  the  Operetta  entitled  “ Snow- 
White  and  the  Seven  Dwarfs,”  were  given  by  the  school- 


children  during'  the  winter  season.  On  each  occasion  there 
was  a crowded  audience,  and  visitors  were  very  much 
pleased  with  the  singing,  reciting  and  actions  of  the  pupils, 
who  performed  their  parts  admirably. 


It  is  with  real  thankfulness  that  we  are  able 
Home  to  report  another  year  of  steady,  and,  as  we 
Teaching.  trust,  useful  work ; but  it  is  also  our  sad 
duty  to  record  that  during  1911  many  of  the 
aged  and  well-known  Blind  of  the  city  have  passed  away. 
One  of  these,  for  Id  years  paralyzed  and  dumb,  as  well  as 
sightless,  was  wont  to  express  his  appreciation  of  the  Horn© 
Teacher’s  visits  by  a squeeze  of  the  hand— a poor  tribute — 
but  it  spoke  volumes.  Another  was  for  very  many  years 
extremely  active  in  the  Adult  School  movement.  Though 
sorely  afflicted  himself  he  constantly  visited  others,  and 
helped  to  brighten  their  lives.  In  yet  another  case  a man 
of  65,  still  living,  who  lost  his  sight  some  few  years  ago, 
and  spent  his  life  indoors,  has  been  so  encouraged  by  a 
suggestion  that  there  was  work  even  for  him,  that  he  now 
makes  a constant  round  of  visits  to  half-a-dozen  people, 
passing  on  to  them  the  comfort  that  he  has  received.  So 
much  for  the  spiritual  needs  of  these  heavy-laden  ones:  now 
for  their  temporal  necessities.  Largely  through  the  advice 
and  influence  of  our  Home  Teachers  five  have  succeeded  an 
getting  annuities  of  £10  each,  whilst  in  other  instances 
there  has  been  an  increase  in  the  amount  received  by  the 
Blind  from  the  Guardians  of  the  Poor;  and  in  other  ways, 
too  numerous  to  mention,  help  has  been  rendered. 


At  the  Coronation  Festivities  a large  gathering  of 
Blind  was  held  at  the  Colston  Hall,  and  was  in  every  way 
successful.  In  November  our  Annual  Tea  and  Entertain- 
ment took  place  at  the  Friends’  School-room,  adjoining  the 
Friends’  Heeling  House,  Rosemary  Street.  It  was  at- 
tended by  a very  large  number.

minster,  in  January  last,  also  proved  a great  attraction. 
Such  social  events  arc  much  valued  bv  those  who  are  not 
“ given  richly  all  things  to  enjoy.’ 

The  Club  for  Blind  Men,  held  every  fortnight,  by  the 
kind  permission  of  Canon  Griffiths,  at  the  Church  House, 
Bedminster,  shows  no  sign  of  flagging. 

We  believe  that  the  quiet  influence  exercised  by  the 
ladies  and  gentlemen  who  are  responsible  for  this  branch 
of  the  work  has  not  been  without  definite  results.  A higher 
tone — a greater  pride  in  personal  appearance — a brighter 
• outlook  on  life  generally — are  among  these  results.  Politi- 
cal discussions,  concerts,  travel  talks  and  flower  shows  are 
still  the  order  of  the  day.  It  is  a high  tribute  to  the  intel- 
ligence of  the  men  to  say  that  the  questions  handed  in  to 
the  President,  a short  time  ago,  ranged  through  many  ab- 
struse subjects  from  Pantheism  to  double-ringed  rainbows ! 

A telegram  sent  to  His  Majesty  King  George  on  the 
•occasion  of  his  Coronation  elicited  a reply  wired  from 
Buckingham  Palace  on  the  auspicious  day  itself.  The 
Club  members  were  highly  gratified  at  this  prompt  and 
.kindly  recognition  of  their  loyalty. 


The  negotiations  referred  to  in  the  Report  for 
New  1910  resulted  in  the  purchase  of  a well- 
Workshops.  lighted  and  ventilated  modern  factory,  situ- 
ated in  Museum  Avenue,  at  the  bottom  of 
Park  Street.  The  alterations  necessary  to  adapt  the  premises 
foi  the  pui poses  for  which  they  were  required,  were  com- 
paratively slight  the  cost  of  such  alterations  amounting 
to  £833,  of  which  some  £60  was  incurred  owing  to 
the  necessity  for  providing  an  emergency  staircase  and  exit 
in  case  of  fire,  in  accordance  with  the  regulations  of  the 
Board  of  Trade. 

The  change  to  (he  new  Workshops  took  place  in  August, 
1911,  the  formal  opening  being  performed  in  December  by 
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the  Lord  Mayor  of  Bristol,  in  the  presence  of  a large  gather- 
ing'. The  premises  have  been  found  very  suitable  for  the 
various  trades  carried  on,  and  afford  largely  increased  ac- 
commodation. The  Committee  have  also,  after  due  con- 
sideration, adopted  a scheme  for  improving-  the  system  by 
■which  augmentation  of  wages  has  hitherto  been  made. 

The  number  of  Blind  people  under  the  care 
Numbers.  of  the  Institution,  in  one  form  or  another, 
amounts  to  over  500.  The  number  of  pupils 
has  increased  by  eleven,  and  that  of  the  adults  employed  at 
the  Workshops  shews  a large  increase.
